ASUNCION, Paraguay, Aug. 7.— 
(?)—Two Bolivian aviators were re- 
ported captured today when their 
plane was shot down and destroyed 
within 
Gran Chaco. 


With announcement of that devel- | 


opment, the conflict over the disputed 
Chaco territory. which seemed on the 
road to a possible solution owing to 
the ettitude of neutral American 
countries, had a serious setback. 

The fact that the plane was report- 
ed to have fallen southeast of Fort 
Jeneral Aquino, which is 20 miles 
east of Fort Chanar, one of the south- 
east Bolivian forts, gave consistence 
to rumors circulated lately that Bo- 
livians continued to reconnoiter the 
Paraguayan forts. 

Fort Chanar is located in the mid- 
dle swamps of Estero Patino, 20 
miles #outheast of Fort Sorpresa. 

Although there was no official com- 
ment on the situation, the Associated 
Press was informed by a usually re- 
liable source that the government was 
sending a new note to the neutral 
powers, possibly tonight. 

The army staff said the Bolivian 
plane was shot down at 6 p. m, last 
nicht. The pilot and _ observers, 
Lieutenants Elias .Del Monte and 
Armando Saavendra Goitia, were cap- 
tured, the announcement said. 

Other sectors on the Pilcomayo riv- 
er were reported quiet. 

There were reports both Paraguay 
and Bolivia -were reinforcing their 
military strength at the various Cha- 
co forts and announcement of Aa 
change in Paraguayan military lead- 
ers. 

General -Ayala, chief of staff, re- 
sizned and was replaced provision- 
ally by Major Arturo Bray. 

Another contingent of troops left 
last night for the sector where the Bo- 
livians have been pressing harder re- 
cently. 

Although Asuncion was quiet, the

She was 51 years old and had been 
in poor health, 

The body was exhumed last week at 
the request of Mrs. Clem Trotter, a 
sister of the dead woman. The state 
chemist reported the era of poison 
sufficient to be fatal.

COTTON PROPOSAL 
ACTION AWAITED 


Farm Board’s Answer to 
Syndicate’s Expected 
Offer Is Uncertain.

WASHINGTON, Ang. 8.—The eyes 


tered upon the federal farm board 
which has been characterized general- 
ly by the “trade” outside of the co- 
operatives financed by the board, as 
an insurmountable drawback to the 
long-sought improvement in the cot- 
ton ‘market.

gigantic syndicate being formed for

Reports that such a syndicate is 
being organized among cotton mills,¢ 
to be associated with a proposed com- 
modity stabilization pool which would 
be established to. take the commodity 
business out of the hands of the fed- 
eral government and restore it to the 
public, were accompanied during re- 
cent days by a decided improvement 
in cotton prices despite the fact that 
the farm board has been dumping its 
stocks into the market with the avow- 
ed —— of unloading 650,000 bales 
in 1932. 

Young to Head Pool. 

As a further development indicative 
of a revival in commodity prices, in- 
cluding both cotton and grain, it was 
learned today that Owen D. Young, 
prominent’ New York financier who 
has been mentioned as head of the 
commodities pool, will come to Wash- 
ington Tuesday and may make the 
initial formal overtures to the farm 
board which would precede taking 
over the board and co-operative stocks 
of cotton and wheat. 

The entire south and southwest is 
known to be eagerly awaiting the re- 
action of Chairman ‘James Stone, of 
the farm board, to the proposal of 
the embyronic syndicate to take up 
its stocks and withhold them from 
the markets until such time as would 
be auspicious for their disposal. Thus 
far neither Stone nor any other farm 
board official has been sympathetic 
toward any suggestion that the sev- 
eral million bales of stocks held by 
the board and its co-operatives be re- 
tained, Also, not a word of explana 
tion has been offered as to why the 
board chose a time when the mar- 
ket was at the lowest ebb in history 
to begin selling approximately 10,000 
bales a day in competition with pro- 
ducers,

PRIMARY VOTE TODAY. 


Guarded Ballot Boxes Hold 
Answer to Barkley’s Plea 
for Longer Term. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 7.—(4)— 
Kentticky’s ballot boxes, under guard 
at county courthouses, today held the 
answer to United States Senator Al- 
ben W. Barkley’s plea for a chance 
to be the first Kentuckian in 30 years 
to serve longer than a six-year term 
in the senate. Counting of ballots will 
start tomorrow. 

Barkley’s opponents in the primary 
campaign were former United States 
Senator George B. Martin and Dr. J. 
F. Wright. They sought the demo- 
cratic nomination and an opportunity 
‘to oppose in the November election 
the republican nominee who will be 
chosen in a state convention Septem- 
ber 7. All three democratic candi- 
dates supported the national platform, 
including the plank seeking repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment. 

Both parties chose nine nominees 
for congressman at large in Satur- 
day’s voting. The names of 27 demo- 
crats and 22 republican candidates 
were on the ballots for these places 


on the ticket. For the first time in 
history Kentucky will elect congress- 
men at large this year. A _ federal 
court invalidated the legislature's re- 
districting act. Voting throughout 
the state was light.

Sportsmen Explain Alarm- 
ing Decrease in Georgia 
Bob Whites. 


co growing in south Georgia is be- 
lieved to have sounded the death knell 
of Bob White, according to a survey 
recently completed at the instance of 
sportsmen who became concerned 
about the alarming decrease in quail 
this year. 

For a time bad weather conditions 
at and after hatching time was 
blamed, but when these conditions im- 
proved the decrease did not cease, It 
is now found that an amazing num- 
ber of adult and half-grown birds are 
found dead in the tobacco fields each 
season. When the tobacco worms at- 
tack the plants the grower begins to 
poison. The presence of the army of 
worms on the tobacco attracts the 
quail and they eat the worms after 
the poison has been administered, and 
the birds die. Through this means, it 
is believed, the birds will become al- 
most extinct except in sections where 
no tobacco is grows and in game = 
serves where the birds are provided 
for in the way of ample feed to pre- 
vent them from going out foraging.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—()-~A 
gg ts new aid to health of babies 
as been found, for scientists have 
discovered the hormone or gland se- 
cretion that causes production of 
mothers’ milk. 

This information. came today from 
the Carnegie Institute of Washing- 


ton. 

Public health authorities here said 
e new knowledge, if substantiated, 
might be useful in treatment of moth- 
ers who produced insufficient milk for 
their babies, They hailed the discoy- 
ery as an important addition to medi- 
cal and genetic science. 

Milk of a baby’s own mother is con- 
sidered the best possible nourishment 
for it because the milk is “made to 
order” for that particular infant, and 
hence is better than bottle-feeding. 
The mother’s milk also seems able to 
protect a new-born baby against some 
childhood diseases up to the age of 
six months. 


The newly isolated hormone is a 
secretion of the pituitary gland, lo- 
cated at the base of the skull behind 
the root of the nose. The same gland 


secrets two other hormones that in- 
fluence bodily growth and sex activity. 

Hormones are chemical substances 
carried through the body in the blood 
stream, and are necessary to arouse 
many organs to normal activity. They 
are produced by all the ductless, or 
endocrine, glands. 

The new hormone was obtained from 
pituitary glands of cattle and sheep, 
and when injected into guinea pigs 
and rabbits, caused their hammary 
glands to begin secreting milk, said 
the Carnegie announcement. The dis- 
covery is credited to Dr. Oscar Rid- 
\dle, Dr. Robett W. Bates and Simon 
W. Dykshorn, of the Carnegie Insti- 
tution’s department of genetics at 
Cold Springs Harbor, New York. 


They tentatively have named the 
new hormone “prolactin.”

CHILDREN FIRST. 
In formulating plans for relief of 


those in need, it is not likely that 
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Officials of agencies dispensing this 
humane service in Fulton county 
and elsewhere will fail to realize 
the transcendent necessity of plac- 
ing the children at the head of those 
to be aided. 


Of all classes to be stricken by a 
misfortune no one could foresee, it 
ig the child who faces the greatest 
Suffering. Untaught in the philos- 
ophy of cause and effect; bewilder- 
ed by fleeting glimpses of luxury 
and plenty which are representative 
of the more fortunate, it is the 
child in its malleable, impression- 
able age, upon whom the blow will 
fall with greatest injury unless ade- 
quate steps are taken to offset this 
peril. 

No matter how serious may. be 
the condition in a particular com- 
munity, the welfare of the very 
young must be first in the con- 
sideration of those who would ren- 
der assistance. No child should be 
permitted to go hungry. No child 


_ Should be permitted to go about ill 


clad, or to shiver from cold of win- 
ter nights. The community which 
in years of abundance prided itself 
upon civic enterprise and progress 
can not, in lean years, shut its eyes 
while children are prevented from 


‘going to school because they have 


not clothes sufficient to protect 
their bodies. Nor may a commu- 
nity which boasts one of the great- 
est medical centers in the nation 


‘permit suffering in sick and ailing 


little forms simply because there is 
a temporary stagnation of industry 
and a slower flow of things called 
dollars. 

Children first—a slogan worthy 
of any service rendered in the name 
of charity. It is the children who 
look on in a pitiful, blank. dismay 
when there is no bread. It is they, 
indeed, who suffer in silence, who 
bear the greater burden. Inarticu- 
late, the child can only worder why 
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up for their rights will get «their! 
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“Railroads need new blood,” says 
a railroad executive. Cheer up— 
they’ll likely get it at the next grade 
crossing. 


WHY COTTON STAYS DOWN. 

In his letter to the federal farm 
board, Senator Gore expresses the 
belief that the reason cotton has not 
reacted to the recent price stimula- 
tion evidenced by grains, live stock 
and stocks_and bonds is because 
“some 10,000 bales of cotton owned 
or controlled by the board are being 
thrown on the market day by day.” 


In demanding that this dumping 
be stopped, Senator Gore takes the 
same position assumed some time 
ago by leaders of the western wheat 
growers. Leading newspapers 
throughout the wheat belt. have 
pointed out the almost certain dyna- 
miting of the. price of this year’s 
crop if the government should clog 
the markets by withdrawals of its 
huge holdings. 

The attempt of the farm board to 
bolster prices by going contrary to 
the laws of supply and demand has 
met with the most colossa! failure 
of any governmental experiment in 
the history: of the United States. 
A half billion dollars have been prac- 
tically thrown to the winds in the 
effort. Certainly it would be inex- 
cusable to try to get back some of 
these squahdéred millions now by 
taking steps which will cost the 
farmers of the south and west many 
times as much in further price de- 
pressions. 

Senator Gore expresses the be- 
lief in his letter that—. 

The price of cotton would materially 
advance if the farm board would adopt 
and announce the policy that no fur- 
ther sales of cotton owned or con- 
trolled or financed by the board would 
be made prior to August J, 1933, and 
that subsequent to that data only 2,000 
bales a day would be marketed un- 
less the price should rise, say to 12 
cents a pound, This policy would in- 
volve pretty heavy carrying charges. 
This would indeed be a bone-breaking 
policy but it would break fewer bones 
and cause less losses on the whole 
than our farmers will suffer upon the 
current crop alone if dumping or dis- 
tressed selling be pursued as a con- 
tinuing policy. _ 

The record of failure of the.farm 
board’s activities is bad enough as 
it is without being climaxed by 
the clogging of the world’s markets 
with the cotton and wheat it holds. 

It should announce at once that 
its holdings will be withheld from 
the market until the time comes 
when the farmers can sell their prod- 
ucts at prices which would assure 
a fair profit. Only in that way can 
the board undo some of the harm 
that it has wrought.

Lansbury amid deadly silence, “my 
thoughts go back to St. Francis of As- 
sissi, who broke the ties that bound 
him to the rich and wealthy of his 
time, and who did not take himself 
into the isolation of the cloister, but 
who went into the world, to serve 
God by serving his fellowmen. We 
should not ask anything for our- 
selves, if we are not prepared to do 
the same for‘ our fellows.

TREATMENT OF SUNBURN. 

There is little difference hetween 
sunburn and any other burn. It may 
be reddening of te skin which smar' ; 
or itches for a while and clears up. 
Such reddening without actual _in- 
flammation is called erythema. and 
when it is due to sunlight erythema 
solare, if that’s any satisfaction. 

This erythema stage is as far as it 
is safe to go in exposing the skin to 
sunlight or to ultraviolet light from 
any source. When you see or feel the 
flush of erythema it is time to get out 
from under. If you remain exposed 
you .are likely to find yourself next 
day suffering with 

Second-degree burn—which is just a 
first-degree burn (erythema) with 
blisters added. 

A fool and his blisters are not soon 
parted, When the victim of second- 
degree sunburn is not a child he is 
generally youth who eraves a coat of 
tan in a day, 

One unaccustomed to exposure can 
acquire tan most rapidly and pain- 
lessiv by timing his sunbaths' with 
watch. Thus, the exposures should 
be for not more than 10 minutes the 
first day in midsummer, and the du- 
ration of the exposure should be in- 
creased not over five minutes daily 
with successive exposures. If such a 
rule is adhered to burning will be 
avoided yet tanning will proceed 
steadily, It is the ultraviolet light. 
not the heat, that produces sunburn 
and tanning. and you cannot judge: by 
your sensations whether you've had 
enough. The light reflected by water. 
sand or the surfaces of road or field 
may cause sunburn even if you are 
shaded from direct sunlight. 

When you must be exposed to sun- 
light for a longer period than your 
skin will stand, prepare for it by ap- 
plying either cold cream and a thick 
layer of talcum powder or better a 
heavy makeup of rouge paint or paste. 

For relief of the smarting of first- 
degree sunburn the calamin lotion is 
zood—one-half ounce calamin, one-half 
ounce zine oxid, one dram glycerin, six 
ounces lime water and enough strong- 
er rose water to fill an eight-ounce 
bottle. Following this, or in the night. 
use freshly made cold cream (not old 
stock) or beric ointment. If blisters 
appear, keep covered with cloths mois- 
tened with a solution of a tablespoon- 
ful of borie acid and a teaspoonful of 
common salt in a pint of boiled water. 

The treatment of second-degree sun- 
burns is a problem which demands the 
best skill of physician or surgeon, to 
prevent serious infection or _ sear. 
Therefore a sunburn ceases to be a 
matter for amateur treatment when 


blisters develon.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Aug. 7.—Lat- 
est invention in motion picture making 
is the “test” stage where players are 
taught camera angles, given their 
camera tests, and equipped with every 
device for shortening the proselyte 
period of the newcomer to the cinema 
industry. 

Stuart Walker, coach to some of the 
most interesting star material in the 
industry, is repsonsible for this new 
move. Walker, who has such players 
as George Raft under his supervision, 
hastening their sophistication and de- 
veloping the best in diction and poise, 
has won for himself the title of “star 
maker.” His use of this wew “re- 
hearsal stage” has done much to con- 
tribute to his signal. success. 

The rehearsal stage looks like an 
ordinary drawing room and hallway to 
a casual observer, but it is so de- 
signed as to present every possible 
problem a player will come up against 
in the actual production of a film. 

“The drawing room of the rehearsal 
set has five windows,” Walker ex- 

lained to me, “each of them different 
rom the others. There are two sets of 
French windows, one opens in and 
one opens out. Two sets of casement 
windows are hinged similarly. Another 
window raises and lowers. 

“In designing the set I needed seven 
types of doors. Each player must 
know how to enter and leave a stage 
through one of these type doors. 
have one with a portiere—a graceful 
entrance through this type thing is 
most important—double sliding doors, 
that are as often used because of 
their dramatic effect, swinging doors 
that we use chiefly for maids and 
butlers and the ordinary solid door. 

“Every type of window is to be 
found on the stage. I have had in- 
stalled at least a dozen heights and 
types of chairs and sofas, scores of 


small ‘hand props’ such as_ books. 
lamps, ash trays, lighters, pencils and 
cigaret boxes. 

“On this set I rehearse my eight 
charges in the action and dialog of 
complete plays. And. at ietervali: I 
make camera tests of them when I 
find them giving performances that 
might be interesting to executives in 
casting. Once I familiarize a new- 
comer with all these various mechan- 
ical problems, I have hastened actual 
rehearsal times in shooting 50 per 
cent.” ° 

Of course the concentrated acting 
experience the players receive makes 
their advance far more rapid. Frances 
Dee is one of Stuart Walker’s pro- 
teges. Sari Maritza, blonde ingenue, 
has hastened her screen novitiate un- 
der this tutelage. Cary Grant is an- 
other young player who has learned 
this art largely on the rehearsal stage. 
Adrienne Ames is another, Florinne 
McKinney still another. And* Kent 
Taylor was going through his paces 
when I interviewed Stuart Walker on 
this new invention. 


Cecil B, De Mille has a habit of 
calling his players by the names of 
the parts they are playing in his pic- 
tures. Therefore when he calls “‘Pop- 
paea” he means Claudette Colbert, and 
so on.

IMPROVEMENT OF EXCHANGE 

HEARTENS BRITISH PUBLIC 

LONDON, Aug. 7.—(UP)—The 
British publie today whole-heartedly 
welcomed the week-end improvement 
in the Stock Exchange and watched 
with mounting enthusiasm another 
American business deyelopment—the 
rush of manufacturers to get inside 
the British tariff walls. 

Two United States marufacturing 
companies completed arrangements to 
establish factories in the Manchester 
area and many others ate seeking fac- 
tory sites in England. At least 20 
American firms making well-known 
products have erected plants near 
Manchester in the lest few years. 

The American soap manutacturing 
company, Procter & Gamble, of Cin- 
cinnati, are about to enter the Brit- 
ish market on a large scale in co- 
opération with the English firm of 
Thomas Hedley & Co., Ltd. The 
Manchester business leaders see this 
move as One of the most important 
industrial developments. in recent 
years. The new factory will be a 
model concern, putting out several 
million packages of soap a year. 

Another American company, E. F. 
Houghton & Co., of Philadelphia, 
manufacturers of oils and leathers, 
are cofistructing a factory at Trafford 
Park, Manchester, to be operated by 
the Houghton Company of England, 
in which the Philadelphia concern will 
own a controlling interest. 

Officials of Trafford Park, an in- 
dustrial estate of the Manchester dis- 
trict, are making stronz bids to 
American manufacturers to get them 
to establish new plants there, thus 
escaping the high British teriffs im- 
posed since last winter. 

These developments have been made 
of greater interest to Britain in the 
last. few days because of the improve- 
ment in Wall Street, which many see 
as a possible indication of the “he- 
ginning of the end” of economic de- 
pression.

Hopes for Autumn Upturn 
Encourage Business World

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—()—With 
business activity reduced to around 
one-half of what is widely regarded 
as its theoretical normal state, easily 
the most interesting phenomenon of 
the past week has been the sharp 
rise in national confidence and hope- 
fulness. 

Electric power production in the 
final week of July showed a slight in- 
crease over the preceding week where- 
as in both the 1930 and 1931 corre- 
spending weeks it declined. Commod- 
ity price indexes advanced, notably 
among the week's gain being those 
ecored by wheat. But in juxtaposition 
to these encouraging factors were a 
further decline in steel mill activity, 
production slipping to around 15 per 
cent of capacity and a fairly sharp 
contraction in automobile output in 
the last week of July. 

Car loadings for .the week ended 
July 30 showed a gain of 9,557 over 
the preceding week, the aggregate be- 
ing 510.687 cars. Current loading 
figures are being closely watehed be- 
cause of the imminence of the usual 
autumn increase in freight movement. 
This movement should reach its peak 
in about 10 weeks. 

Business executives were perhaps 
less concerned with the actual figures 
bearing on present day industry than 
they were with prospective gdins 
which might be registered thie coming 
autumn. Many of the more conserva- 
tive students of business conceded that

record at 5 feet 6 inches, the judges ruled that Miss Didrikson had in-

Just after Babe Didrikson suffered her first Olympic setback, the fa- 
mous 1,600-meter relay team of the United States broke the third relay 
record of the day in the miraculous time of 3 minutes, 8.2 seconds, to 
run away from Great Britain and Canada, who ran second and third.

DAY’S FEATURE, 


The high jump battle between Babe 
Didrikson and Jean Shiley was one 
of the day’s —t features. Both 
cleared the bar at 5 feet 5 inches, a 
new world’s record with nearly two 
inches to spare. The bar was then 
lifted to 5 feet 5 3-4 inches, Miss 
Shiley made a heroic attempt at this 
new height—and barely failed. The 
crowd sent a saluting’ cheer to the 
Texas wonder as she casually strolled 
into place and then started for the 
testing jump. 

There was a wild shout as Miss 
Didrikson cleared the cross bar 
by at least 4 inches. It was the 
most astonishing jump any wom- 
an ever dreamed about. ibut luck 
was against her. Dame Fortune 
had no smile to offer. As the 
Babe fluttered to earth her left 
foot struck the standard a glanc- 
ing blow, just 6 inches from the 
ground—and the cross bar top- 
pled into the dust with her, That 
was about as raw a break of un- 
a luck as any athlete ever 

ew. 


But that wasn’t the full story ol 
the Babe’s misfortune. She had al- 
ready achieved the phenomenal record 
of breaking four world’s records in 
four starts, at the javelin, two heats 
of the 80-meter hurdles and the high 
jump. But now the storm was biow- 
ing up. 

RULING COSTLY. 

The bar was moved back to 5 feet 
5 1-4 inches. Miss Shiley cleared 
easily at this wéw mark. So did Miss 
Didrikson. But suddenly the presid- 
ing judge ruled that the Texan had 
violated the rule against diving 
across. 

The rule demands that the 
head follow the hands and feet 
across the bar. Miss Didrikson 
had been jumping with a whirl 
and a flip that sent her head 
downward after clearing the bar. 
Up to this point no warning had 

been issued and as far as any vne 
could see she had not changed her 
style in the slightest. 


If she was out of line on this last 
jump, she should have been warned 
before. lit was another of those queer 
rulings or decisions that have oc- 
curred far too often in these games. 


“LITTLE TIRED.” 


I had a long talk with the Babe 
after the event was over. “I have 
jumped that way all the time,” she 
said, “I have kept the same _ style 
through an A. A. U. championship. 
I know 1 never changed today, but ! 
have no kick to make. It is O. K. 
with me. Miss Shiley is a great high 
jumper. I’d like to say this—when 
you get up to 5 feet 5 1-2 inches you 
are getting up in the air. I felt like 
I was jumping over a mountain. And 
I don’t mind telling you 1]’m a little 
tired,” : 

“How did you happen to hit the 
standard?” I asked. 

“It was an awful shock, I 
den’t mind telling you,” she said. 
“I cleared that bar at. 5 feet 5 3-4 
inches by at least three inches. 
I was up in the air close to 5 feet 
10 inches and I got a thrill when 
I saw I was over. And then 
suddenly I felt my foot hit some- 
thing just before I hit the ground, 
and the next thing. I knew the 
cross-bar was there with me in 
the dirt.” 3 
At any rate Mildred Tex Babe 

Didrikson did more than her share 
in contributing to the greatest slaugh- 
ter of world’s records ever known ‘to 
sport. 


She broke four in four starts out 
of the 11 world’s records that have 
fallen. In the final day, before one 
of the greatest crowds, wvrld’s rec- 
ords were broken no less than five

Seven civilians and three policemen 
were wounded by bullets in an affray 
following a rifle club festival at 
Froendenberg, Westphalia. 

Special mmissioner Niels, upon 
his arrival at Koenigsberg to investi- 
gate the situation there, found that 
Kurt Kotzan, reichsBanner leader at 
Loetzen, had been shot dead in a street 
after an altercatjon with a group of 
Adolph Hitler’s” national socialists 
while on the way home from his office.

Dramatic Trial Promised. 

The trial of Walker promises to be 
the most dramatic political struggle 
since the impeachment of former Gov- 
ernor Sulzer, of New York. 

It will bring together two domi- 
nant personalities, but they are per- 
sonalities as far apart in physical 
appearance and mental operation as 
the poles. 

Walker—with the humorous, twin- 
kling eye, a master of sartorial dis- 
play, looking like the other half of 
a vaudeville team, with a keen, rapid 
wit, and an ability to appeal through 
the heart to the massés who love him. 

Seabury—Judge Samuel Seabury, 
as distinguished in appearance as @ 
solemn lord high justice; ruddy- 
cheeked like an English squire; silver- 
haired; aristocratic, a man “above 
nonsense ;” dogged, penetrating in his 
sarcasms; unswerved by wisecracks, 
unmoved ‘by the sweep of unthinking 
emotion. 

It is the terrier against the bull- 
dog, the rapier against the war-mace; 
the French 75 against the Big Bertha. 

There is no denying the appeal for 
the ordinary man that Mayor Jimmy 
Walker contains in his slender body. 
But while his appeal is to the heart, 
the appeal of Samuel Seabury is to 
the brain. Again, this will be a bat- 
tle of instinct against emotion. 

It will also be a battle between two 
schools of political thought. Those 
who know Jimmy Walker best say he 
is indignant that any man, least of 
all Seabury, should impugn his po- 
litieal dealings. If he has favored 
his friends, bowed to Tammany, 

“played the political game,” it has 
been because that, in his conception 
‘is “the right thing to do.” He could 
not understand why any man should 
ever go back on a friend. 

To Jimmy Walker's mind, political 
leaders are leaders because the peo- 
~ have put them there, and they 

ave the right of political leaders so 
betray 


long as they do their 
friends. 

Té Seabury, a political leader, how- 
ever popular, 
as he deserves leadership by unim- 
peachable public conduct. 

Thus Seabury cannot understand 
Walker. Nor can Walker understand 
Seabury. Two separate schools of 
thought. 

As referee between these two men 
will stand a governor, who, regard- 
less of his decision, stands to lose and 
gain much—and probably to lose more 
than he can gain. 

If he determines to oust Jimmy 
Walker from the mayoralty, he may 
lose the support of Tammany and pos- 
sibly New York state, which may be 
necessary to the victory he hopes to 
win in November. 

If -he decides to retain Walker, he 
will as assuredly offend many of his
